WRECOCHOES. 


Further Details of the Railroad Horor 
an Kootz—List of the Bead 
and iDjnred.

and Atlantic railroad are:

None of the injured are in a serious 
condition and are doing well. The coro- 
ner of Starke county, who accompanied 
the dead and wounded under the escort 
of the railroad officials, took testimony 
up to midnight. 


The testimony before the coroner here 
as to the horrible collision on the Ohi- 
cago and Atlantic railroad near Koutz, 
began with the depoBition of Mr. J. B. 
Parks, the conductor of the passenger 
train. 
He testified that the train was 
nearly two hours late, having broken an 
eccentric between Hurlburt and Boone 
Grove. 
"We stopped for water east of 
Boone Grove," he continued. "IQ three 
minutes an engine struck the rear car 
and telescoped the oar into the ladies' 
oar, smoker and baggage car. 
The 
wreck took fire at once. We got eighteen 
passengers out, nine were killed and 
burned. 
The semaphore light was 
turned when we stopped. 
I did not 
know the freight was coming. 
When it 
ptruck us it was running about twenty 
mil^ an hour." 


J. W. Jacobs, the passenger brake- 
man, testified that he turned and saw 
Brakeman Gotton go back with the light. 
J. G. Gotton, the second brakeman on 
the passenger train, said "I jumped off 
of our train before we stopped at the 
state line ditch tank and ran back to flag 
the freight train, which failed to call for 
brakes. I was knocked senseless by the 
passing train." 


Engineer Dorsey and Fireman Willits 
of the fast freight testified that 
they 
started out on time and received no orders 
as to any passenger engine being disabled 
and behind time. When Boone grove 
was reached the signal was all right and 
the operator told them to go ahead, giv- 
ing no other orders. They did not in- 
tend to stop at the state line ditch tank 
and were running at a high rate of speed. 
All the trainmen examined claimed that 
the night was foggy and that danger sig- 
nals could not be seen until they were 
right upon them. 


WRECK EOHOKS. 


One family of Bohemians, six in num- 
ber, were burned up in the wreck, a boy 
only escaping and he was so seriously 
hurt that he lias since died. Dr. Perry, 
wite and child, of North Judson, were 
imprisoned in the wreck and burned to 
death. Great cflforts were made to res- 
cue them, and at one time the rescue of 
the doctor seemed probable, but the 
flames grew so hot that he had to be 
abandoned to his fate, fíe was conscious 
at the time he was left. There was no 
means of egress except through the win 
dows. Dr. Bain, of Kenton, Ohio, who 
was severely bruised, was fortunate in 
getting out through the windows, and 
aided four others in making their es- 
cape. The cars burned very rapidly, 
and the terror of the scene can be but 
faintly portrayed. The screams of the 
imprisoned passengers, slowly being 
consumed, were most heart rending and 
the survivors suffered untold mental 
agony at the scenes of suffering which 
they beheld. 


Dr. Gharles L. Wright, of Hunting- 
ton, Ind., was on board the train, and 
severely hurt. Dr. 
Wright 
reached 
home on the relief train, and was able to 
walk to a carriage with assistance, al- 
though badly cut and bruised. 


The escape of Mrs. Eawin B. Ayers, 
of Huntington, was most miraculous. 
She was the last person to be rescued 
from one of the burning coaches, and 
was in an unconcious condition wh 
pulled 
through 
its windows. 
S 
reached home on the relief train, bad 
bruised and 
suffering greatly from 
nervous prostration. 


Engineer Dorsey and Fireman Wil- 
letts, in charge of the freight train were 
both badly bruised. Both jumped from 
the locomotive, and 
Willets jumped 
upon the person of Brakeman J. S. P. 
Gotton, of the passenger train, who had 
been sent back to flag the freight train 
Cotton was considerably hurt by Wil- 
letts. 


G. H. Murray, a gentleman from Den- 
ver, Col., was one of the survivors, and 
he said he owed his life to the heroic 
efforts of a lady passenger, a Mrs. Clem 
ants, from Chicago, who was goibg to 
Albany, N. Y. Mis. 0. broke one of 
the rear windows of the oar in which 
they were imprisoned, called the other 
passengers attention to it, and assisted 
several to get out while the front end of 
the car was in a blaze. All who escaped 
from this car did so through her efforts. 
This coach had about twenty passengers 
and six or seven are known to have per- 
ished. Another lady said she was in 
suffocating condition, and had given up 
all hope, when she heard Mrs. Clemants 
voice telling her not to give up, but to 
oome to her and thus guided she was 
able to save her life. Mrs. Clemants 
lost over $2,000 in money and a ring 
•«laedftt 91,000. 


HENRY yiAGNER, 


The Prominent Druggist, Drops Dead 
at His Home This Afternoon— 
A Resume of His Life. 


Henry G. Wagner, the well-known 
and prominent druggist of this city, 
whose place 
of 
business is at 35 
Calhoun street, dropped dead from a 
stroke of appoplexy, at 1:3§ o'clock this 
afternoon at his residence, No. 24 East 
Washington street. 


He has been suffering from heart 
disease for the past twenty-eight years 
and some time ago, with Mrs. Wagner, 
took an extended trip south in the hope 
of benefiting his health. 


Mr. Wagner has been confined to his 
home for a week past and was in the 
labit of taking hot baths. This morn- 
ing he assured his wife and attendants 
that he was much better and looked it. 
Shortly after noon he took his customary 
bath and while in the act of leaving the 
tub he dropped dead. 


Mrs. Wagner was hastily summoned 
from the drug store, as was Dr. I. N. 
Rosenthal, but life was extinct and the 
dead druggist, being by this time re- 
moved to his bed, lay as if in peaceful 
slumber. 


Althought there was a predisposition 
to heart disease in Mr. Wagner's family, 
his father having died from appoplexy,) 
the news of his sudden death will prove 
a great shook to his legion of friends in 
this community. 


Mr. Wagner was born at Grosalmer- 
ode, near Gassel, the capital of Hesse, in 
Germany, on the 26th day of December, 
1827, and came to this country on the 
22d day of May, 1849, landing at New 
Orleans. At New Orleans he married 
Mrs. Wagner, nee Mergel, and they 
came soon afterwards to this city, where 
they have resided ever since. 


Mr. Wagner was a pioneer in the drug 
business and in the battles of life his 
wife was his constant and ever faithful 
companion. The estimable lady survives 
him, and her grief 
can better 
be 
imagined than described. 


la the toil and thrift of years Mr. 
Wagner accumulated much wealth. 
He 
owns the handsome store room occupied 
by Louis Wolf & Co., his drug store on 
Calhoun street, the Ehrone gun store 
property and his 
handsome 
home 
on Washington street. 
No one can 
safely estimate his riches, but gentle- 
men who know him will say, "he was 
one of the wealthiest men in the city." 


Mr. Wagner's sister, the mother of 
H, W. Mordhurst, the druggist, lives at 
Los^ansport and the sad news was tele- 
graphed her by Mr. Mordhurst. 


Mr. Wagner was a member of St. 
Mary's Catholic church and Mr. J. G. 
Peltier is arranging to embalm the re- 
mains preparatory for burial. 


INDIANAPOLIS. 


The Republicans Elect Their Entire 
City Ticket. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Oct. 12.—The election 
here yesterday was for mayor, clerk, ten 
alderman and twenty-five councilmen. 
The campaign has been very bitter. 


The republican city ticket was elected 
by a majority of 500. 
They have re- 
elected Mayor Denny, regained the city 
clerkehip and elected fifteen members of 
the common council and six members of 
the board of aldermen, giving them 
majority of seven on joint ballot in the 
municipal legislature. 
They carried 
every ward on the north side, while the 
democrats carried all on the south side, 
with the exception of the Twenty-first. 


Sim Coy, chairman of the democratic 
city central committee, was re-elected to 
the council in his ward by 125 majority 
over the republican candidate. 


The Knights of Labor had a ticket in 
the field, but did not elect a single one 
of their candidates. 


Knights of Labor ConTention. 


MiNNEAPOiiis, Oct. 12.—The legislat- 
ive committees report to the Knights of 
Labor convention to-day, approving the 
Blair eaucational bill and eight hours a 
day for mail carriers and a bill relating 
to homesteads and providing that such 
settlers may borrow $500 from the gov- 
ernment, secured by land, at 3 per cent., 
demanding that the government build- 
ing contracts provide for weekly payment 
of working men and approved the recom- 
mendations of the general master work- 
man's address in favor of the government 
to control the telegraph and telephone 
systems of the country was adopted.

SIOUX CITT, Iowa, Oct. 12.—President 
Cleveland and party arrived at 6:30 this 
morning and spent half an hour inspect- 
ing the corn palace. Along the way from 
Minneapolis the train was welcomed by 
bonfires and in some places with music.
